were sold. Most of the wood in 
the old church was used in the 
new. 
A rift developed between the 
two groups, resulting in 1879 in 
the Evangelical Lutherans sell­ 
ing their interest to the Re­ 
formed group for $200 reserv­ 
ing, however, right to use of 
the church cemetery. 
The 1866 structure is the pres­ 
ent sanctuary. A Sunday School 
unit was added to the south 
side in 1926 and an educational 
unit including fellowship hall 
was 
added 
to the south in 
1954-55. 
A new brick parsonage across 
the road from the church was 
dedicated in 1959. 
Among improvements com­ 
pleted the past 10 years are 
blacktopping of the driveways 
and parking lot, recarpeting of 
the sanctuary and, the 
past 
month, the 
painting 
of 
the 
church and parsonage. 
The Rev. Harry W. Nehrig, 
pastor, 
is the congregation’s 
10th minister. He and his wife, 
Nancy, moved into the parson­ 
age in 
March, 
1969, coming 
from the Church of the Good 
Shepherd in Warren. 
The longest pastorate was 33 
years (1898-1931) served by the 
Rev. George W. Beaver whose 
son, Dr. Paul H. Beaver is a 
Leetonia physician. 
Rev. Beaver was pastor dur­ 
ing the centennial celebration 
Aug. 23-24, 1911, when a large 
tent was erected south of the 
church for meals and meetings 
because the sanctuary could not 
accommodate the crowds. 
The Rev. Albert A. Kosower 
was pastor 1957-1962. The ses 
qui-centennial 
was 
observed 
with a series of special servic­ 
es on six Sundays in Septem 
ber and October, 1961. On World 
Wide Communion Sunday Oct. 
1, Rev. Kosower conducted the 
Lord’s Supper in German. 
According 
to 
information 
available in biographical sketch­ 
es in the sesqui - centennial 
brochure, only three of the for­ 
mer pastors are buried in the 
church cemetery. 
They are the Rev. George M. 
Albright, and his wife, who was 
pastor 1867-77; the Rev. Milton 
Groh, 1880-84, and the Rev. Ed­ 
ward D. Fager, and his wife, 
Helen, who served 1947-57. Their 
daughter, Mrs. Jean Sitler of 
Leetonia RD, is president of the 
Women’s Guild. 
Rev. Kosower is pastor of the 
United Church of Christ at De­ 
lano, Minneapolis. 
The Rev. William Ring, who 
served St. Jacob’s from June, 
1962, to August, 1968, is pastor 
of First Immanuel UCC Church 
in Alliance.

TAY NINH, Vietnam (AP) - 
American warplanes destroyed 
a vital North Vietnamese sup­ 
ply base near the Cambodian 
border and killed more than 100 
enemy soldiers in two days of 
air strikes, allied commanders 
said today. 
The base, 3^ miles east of 
the 
U.S. 
artillery 
fire base 
Pace on the border, was a key 
supply point for a six-day-old 
North Vietnamese offensive in 
the frontier region, field offi­ 
cers said. 
An American officer at Tay 
Ninh said the depot was so 
spread out that tactical bomb 
ers could not cover it despite 
repeated 
attacks 
Thursday. 
Consequently, big B52 bombers 
were sent in today to smother 
the area with hundreds of tons 
of explosives. 
Reports from aerial observ­ 
ers indicated at least 30 stacks 
of rocket and mortar ammuni 
tion and large quantities of food 
supplies were destroyed.

while 
bringing 
South 
Vietnamese 
troop reinforcements to an area 
west of besieged Fire Base 
Tran Hung Dao in northern Tay 
Ninh Province.

Vietnamese relief col­ 
umns clashed with as many 
as 800 North Vietnamese troops
